4hstery.  county of Outagamie, state of Wisconsin, are
hereby authorized to remove the dead from the
old burying ground to the new cemetery, in said
city.

Exppnses, how SEcTION 2. The city of Appleton is hereby au-
thorized to pay the expenses of the removal of
the dead mentioued in the preceding section, and
to aid said trustees in carrying out the provisions
of said section in a manner to be agreed on be-
tween the city of Appleton and said trustees.

Qrounds may  SgcTION 3. The trustees are hereby authorized
to sell and convey the grounds of the old Apple-
ton Cemetery, in the city of Appleton, couniy of
Outagamie, state of Wisconsin.
